THE TREASURY. 
SECRETARY SHERMAN AND THE SYNDICATE. 
Special Dispatch to The Tribune, 

Wasuineton, D. C., April 19.—Secretary 
Sherman is extremely anxious that the remain- 
ing $45,000,000 of 4-per cents shall go into the 
hands of persons of small means at par and 
accrued interest. To accomplish this it has 
been necessary to have some sharp controver- 
sies with the agents of the new syndicate, as 
the latter insisted that by the terms of the 
cireular they were entitled to all unsold 4 per 
cent bonds or refunding certificates. Speak- 
ing of this subject to-day, he said that he was 
a good deal embarrassed bv the offer of the 
associated bankers to take the whole of the 
refunding certificates. He did not believe they 
had any right to demand these certié- 
cates under the circular of April 
17, but they claimed they had. 
The bankers naturally decided to control the 
market, and it was strongly urged on the Secre- 
tary that he ought to allow the united banks to 
have |

Cause otherwise those would be available to 


outside banks and capitalists for operations 
which might embarrass the syndicate. He was 
told that the whole amount had been taken in 
good faith, and upon the belief that the impor- 
tanee of the vast transaction would make him 
willing to agree at once, The Secretary was 
firm in his refusal. He pointed to his circular on 
which these bids were made, and in the first par- 
agraph of which he expressly reserved $44,500, - 
000 of 4 per cents for the conver- 
sion of the $10 refunding certificates. 


He remarked that the plain intent of the law 


authorizing these refunding certificates was to 
distribute the debt 
MORE LARGELY AMONG THE PEOPLE, 
and to enable economical people of small means 
to put their small savings into this absolutely 
safe and wntaxable form. He felt himself 
bound to carry out the clear intent of the law, 
and of Congress which passed it, and while he 
freely acknowledged that the syndicate would 
naturally like to control the whole possible 
issue, he pointed to the fact that he had iu 
his circular clearly reserved this amount, 
and that the bids must be made in accordance 
with his offer. The Secretary observed that the 
manner in which he disposes of the refunding 
certificates will prevent any inconvenience 
to the syndicate, The certificates are sold only 
for cash, and only py Government agents, Post- 
masters, and other public officers, and not by 
banks or bankers, and 
ONLY IN sums oF $100 

orless: They do not come into the general 
market, therefore, and it is not profitable to the 
banks to deal in them or to collect them and 
send them on for exchange for bonds, because 
of the class of interest, and the trouble and risk 
of the transportation. After considerable dis- 
cussion the Secretary finally agreed that he 
would give the genéral -publie noticed that for 
sixty days the refunding certificates would be 
open to purchase, after which time he would hold 
himself at liberty, if the popular demanddoes not 
adsorb them, to withdraw them if be thinks it 
for the public interest, and, if he chooses, turn 
the remainder over to the syndicate.

HE AMENDED CIRCULAR. 

The circular issuef yesterday by the Secretary 
of the Treasury in relation to the sale of refun 
ing certificates has been amended as follows: 


Department circular, No. 60, of Apr! 16, 1879, 
is hereby rescinded. All 4 per cent bonds therein 
offered for sale having been sold, the $10 refund- 
ing certificates will be issued for lawful money in 
sums not to exceed $100 at one time, by the Treas- 
urer and Assistant Treasurer of the United States, 
and by ali public officers bonded for that purpose. 
They will not be issued hereafter upon 
the certificate National bank 
depository. Commissions on such issues 
heretofore or hereafter made will be allowed 
at the rate of 44 of 1 per cent on an aggregate of 
$1,000, without regafd to the period in which such 
exchanges are made. This circular will remain in 
force for sixty days, or until the 10-40 bonds now 
gee Ay covered by the sales and no longer. 
[t is the desife of the Department to give to every 
citizen of the United States an opportunity to in- 
vest, in limited sums, hie savings in these certifi- 
cates at par and accrued interest,

FIGHTING OVER THE DIVISION OF THE BIG

New York, April 19.—The members. of the 
new syndicate arrived at a quasi-settlement of 
‘their differences this afternoon, after a stormy 
series of conferences, and some of them are 
very much dissatisfied, not to say angry. It was 
discovered early in the negotiations that it 
would be tmpossible to reéconciie all the 
conflicting interests amicably.

INFLATION, 
A GRAND sCHEMB, 

Wasnineron, D. ¢., April 19.—Representa- 
tive De La Matyr filéda petition to-day. em- 
bodying a bill to establish “‘greenback cur- 
rency,”’ and to relieve the financial distress of 
the country by granting aid to certain compa- 
nies incorporated by State authority tor works 
of internal improvement. It provides that the 
Secretary of the Treasury be required to have 
prepared notes and obligations of the United 
States to the aggregate of $1,000,000,000, to be 
known as “greenback currency,’’ for gen- 
eral circulation in amounts and form 
as the bili _i provides, which notes 
or obligations shall constitute a _ legal- 
tender for all debts, and receivable for all 
United States Government dues. These obliga- 
tions shall be issued in notes of 85, $10, $20, 
$100, $500, $1,000; $5,000, and $10,000 each in 
such relative proportions as may be found 
necessary to meet the requirements of the busi- 
ness wants of the country. The Secretary of 
the Treasury is authorized to loan from such 
“ oreenback currency ’”’ to corporations, provid- 


ing they file their bonds payable fifty years from 
the date thereof, and bearing no interest for five 
years from said date, but at the expiration of 
five years the bonds shall bear interest at 3 
pereent per annum legal-tender money, the in- 
terest to be paia semi-annually.

RUSSIA. 
: IMPERIAL UKASE. 

Sr. Purzrssura, April 19.—The ukase order- 
ing the appointment cf Governors-General for 
six of the most populous districts, with perfectly 
despotic powers, begins by stating that recent 
events have shown that there exists in Russia 
a bana of criminals, who, though not humerous, 
are very determined, and aim at undermining 
the State. After referring to recent murderous 
attacks on higher officials, and the attempted 
assassination of the Emperor, the ukase con- 
tinues: “These crimes have made neéces- 
sary the provisional adoption of exceptional 
measures, to vermit of the exemplary 
punishment of the guilty persons, and to 
provide the Government officials with the 
necessary powers for maintaining order.’’ The 
ukase proceeds to announce the provisional ap- 
pointment of the Governors-General of 8t. Pe- 
tersburg, Coarkoff and Odessa, invested with 
extended and e naty powers. Similar 
powers are conferred upon the Goversors-Gen- 
erai of Moscow, Kieff, and Warsaw. Civil ad- 
ministration in the mentioned districts is placed 
under the control of the Governor-General in 
the same manner as it is subordinate to the 
Commander-in-Chief of the army in time of 
war in districts where martial law has been pro- 
claimed. The control of all educational estab- 
lishments is vested in the Governors-General, 
who are also empowered to send before the mil- 
itary tribunals all civilians in the districts 
over which they preside. The Governors- 
General are further authorized to, sum- 
marily remove from their respective dis- 
tricts all persons whose cOntinued residence 
may be considered dangerous; to order the ar- 
rest of a#y person whatsoever on their own 
judgment and responsibility; to suppress tem- 
porarily or permanentiy any Dewspapers or 
periodicals, should they appear to follow sub- 
versive tendencies, and generally to adopt such 
measures as they cousider necessary for the pres- 
eryation of the public peace

The conflict between the Lumber-Vessel-Own- 
ers’ Association and the Chicago Branch of the 
Lake Seamen’s Union on the wages question 
opened yesterday in the most aggressive man- 
per, the former sending forth the edict, $1.50 
per day, or we will lay up our vessels! and the 
latter—$2 per day, and layup your vessels if you 
like! The Lumber-Vessel Owners promulgated 
the following, after siening it:

A strong pressure is being brought to bear 
upon the French Parliament to pass a divorce 
law. ‘The old law of 1792 remained in force 
until the Restoration,—the makers of it. at 
that time elaiming that an indissoluble tie 
was inconsistent with individual freedom. 
Three attempts to pass a divorce law have 
been made since 1816, but without success. 
The law now allows only separation, but 
grants the seperated wife no rights. Though 
separated, she can perform no civil act with- 
out the husband’s authority, who still has 
the right to wateh over her conduct. A bus- 
band may be sentenced to the Penitentiary 
for life, but the wife can get no release from 
him, and any brute who is sentenced for a 
long term can reclaim his wife upon his 
release. One of the French papers illus- 
trates the hardships of the present law by 
the case of the Princess De Beaurrremonrt, 
who, unable to obtain a divorce in France, 
became naturalized at Dreaden, and married 
again as a German subject. The Prince, 
however, cnnnot marry again unless he re- 
nounces his nationality, though he has no 
wife. 


BOULEVARDING MICHIGAN AVENUE. 
There are rumors to the effect that one or 


two persons, for selfish and unworthy if 
not actually corrupt purposes, are still en- 
deavoring to defeat the project for the boule- 
varding of Michigan avenue. The postpone- 
ment of the subject in spite of the favorable 
report of the Committee will afford an op- 
portunity for these influences to assert 
themselves. It is stated that the scheme 
will be opposed by a certain element in the 
Council on the ground that it is a “‘ kid- 
glove” and ‘‘silk-stocking” project, in 
which the mass of the people have no _ inter- 
est. This is so palpably untrue that it will 
generally be recognized as a mere pretense, 
and any opposition based on that theory will 
be regarded as really an effort to blackmail 
the promoters of the scheme. 

The entire population of Chicago has an 
interest in this project second only to that of 
the residetits of Michigan avenue. It is 
unanimously conceded that a passable and 
decent approach to the South Park can only 
be secured and maintained‘ by placing that 
thoroughfare under the control of the South 
Park Commissioners. The result will be to 
make of the entire street a driveway of the 
same character as South Park boulevard, 
which only begins at Thirty-fifth street, and 
the entire population of the city will enjoy 
the advantages of the improvement accord- 
ing to the extent that they individually visit 
the Park. Even that class of people who 
never expect to drive to the Park in 
carriages or buggies will have their 
advantage in the increased accommoda- 
tions of the street-cars and steam-cars by 
reason of the increased travel by vehicles. 
The general population has nothing to com- 
plain of in the way of expense, because the 
cost of the improvement falls upon the 
owners of Michigan avenue property. It is 
true that the petition presented to the Coun- 
cil was signed mainly by owners of Michi- 
gan avenue property ; but the reason for this 
is that the consent of a majority of these 
property-owners was necessary under the 
law, and that was the readiest way to comply 
with that condition, If it were necessary to 
go to the expense and trouble of procuring 
other signatures, there is no doubt that 
ninety-nine out of every hundred residents 
of the South Division would join in the pe- 
tition. { 

It is also stated that one gentleman is cir- 
culating a rumor that the proposed improve- 
ment will cost $15 or $20 a front foot. 
This gentleman, ‘for reasons of his own, 
has been opposed to the improvement 
from the beginning, and this is simply a new 
expedient in his effort to defeat it. Asa 
matter of fact, the improvement can be 
made more cheaply, as well as better, under

the Park Commissionérs than under the city | 


authorities or by private co-operation, be- 
cause the Park Commissioners have had 
large experience in this kind of work and 
possess special facilities for doing it. The 
street is already filled, graded, and curbed, 
and the expense of the paving will fall under 
$2 a front foot; once done, it will be kept 
in repair at the expense of the Park Com- 
missiogers. Moreover, the law which au- 
thorizes the boulevarding of Michigan av- 
enue provides that the cost of the improve- 
ment sbell be collected from the property- 
owners in four annual installments. This will 
render the payments just four times as easy 
as if the work were done under a city aasess- 
ment. 

The only mistake made by the gentlemen 
who are promoting this scheme is in 
limiting the application to the Council 
to Thirty-fifth street, and asking for the 
transfer of four blocks on the latter 


ptreet ‘connecting Michigan avenue and 


South Park boulevard. This is objection. 
able for two reasons. The boulevarding of 
Michigan avenue should not exclude the four 
blécks lying between ‘Thirty-fifth street and 
the city limits, and the proposed exclusion 
of business vehicles from a part of Thirty- 
fifth, which is already a business street to 
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some exfeiit, idvites oppdsitlon, ‘This mis- 
take can be remedied in the Couacil by 
transferring the control of the avexue to the 


| South Park Commissioners as far south .as 


the city juriadietion extends, It is probable 
that the owners of Michigan avenue properly 
within Hyde Park will secure a transfer of 
the extension to the South Park Commussion- 
} ets as far Bouth as the entrance to te Park. 
In this way the intent of the law will be 
carried out, and people can leave the Mich- 
igan avenue boulevard and cross to South 
Park boulevard at any street this side the 
entrance to the Park whieh they may prefer. 
Both the beauty and the advantage of the 
proposed improvement will be largely Jost 
by stopping the new boulevard at Thifty- 
fifth strect. After making this ¢ehange, the 
necessary authority from thie Council should 
be granted without delay or parley.

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THE PROTESTANT CHURCH IN GERMANY. 

The religious controyersies in Germany, 1% 
seems, are about to be intensified by a schisin 
in the Established Protestant Church. The 
London Saturday Review explains the matter 
by saying that it has been proposed to enact 
a law granting a sort of divorce, or at least 
furnishing the means for a divorce, between 
the ‘‘ Orthodox ” and ‘“ Liberal” parties in 
the Established Church of Germany, which 
is the Protestant ‘‘ Evangelical.” It willbe 
remembered that some years ago there was 
a dissension in the Roman Catholic Church 
of Germatiy, growing out of the adoption of 
the dogma of Infallibility,—the dissentients 
organizing under the name of “ O!d Catho- 
lics.” The Government thereupon inter- 
fered, and by law protected the Old Catholies 
in their ecclesiastical as, well as property 
claims. It is now proposed to enact asim- 
ilar law to protect the Libetal Protestants in 
the same way against the Established Church. 
From the articles published on this subject 
in the English and German papers we gather 
the following facts: 

In 1817 the Lutheran and the Reformed 
(or Calvimistic) Churches were consolidated 
by the King of Prussia, Faxpzricx Wi.t1aM 
IIL, under) the name of the Hvangelische 
Kirche, which has continued ever since as 
one body, and the only Protestant Church 
recognized by the State. The union has 
been rigidly maintained by the Government ; 
but there has been af alk times a protest 
more oF less vigorous, and the opposing fac- 


Chureh and known as the ‘‘ High” and 
“Low” Church parties, represented by the 
Orthodox and the Liberal, while there is a 
section such asin England would be called 
the “ Broad Church.” The original differ- 
ences have been growing wider and deeper 
for years, and it is stated that ‘it wag only 
by the personal intervention of the German 
Emperor that the Apostles’ Creed was saved 
two years ago from being tabooed by one of 
the Consistories, when the Rationalists pre- 
dominated.” The idea of separation has 
therefore become more than a mere senti- 
ment. It is suggested by irreconcilable 
antagonisms, personal and theoretie. The 
proposed law, orignating with @ Liberal cler- 
gyman, has, however, produced dissension 
among the Liberal church-members. Some 
of the ecclesiastical tribunals, which we sup- 
pose are controlled by the Calvinistic or Or- 
thodox body, have recently rendered judg- 
ments adverse to some of the Liberal congre- 
gations, and this has resulted in a crisis. 
The proposed law permits the Liberals .o 
retain their status as part of the State 
Church, and their share of the Church 
property, and also to maintain an independ- 
ence of the authority .of the general Church. 
The Liberals, if made independent and 
retaining their property, do not object 
to a spiritual communion with the 
Estoblished Church; but the other side— 
the Orthodox body—violently object, de- 
olaring that the fundamental principles of 
the Liberals are so opposed to the Bible and 
to the Church that it is by a mere incon- 
sistency they are preserved from falling 
into the gulf of “atheistic materialism.” 


The one party demands freedom of thought’ 


and of action as an essential principle of 
Protestantism, while the other asserts the 
exercise of authority as necessary to protect 
Evangelical Christianity from destruction. 
The differences are of that kind which seem 
to be irreconcilable, and which always find 
their solution, in church matters, in separa- 
tion by the contestants. 

A writer in the Allgemeine Zeitung, a Lib- 
eral, strongly opposes a separation. He con- 
sidems that the Liberals form a strong force 
in the religious as well as moral resistance to 
Materialism and Pessimism. As part of the 
United Church, they strengthen the cause of 
religion; separated, the two branches of the 
Church are weakened. He declares that 
even the Orthodox are divided, one branch 
combining “true Christianity” with their 
dogmas, while the other are simply “ bald 
and inflexible dogmatists,” with a “ slavish 
belief in the letter.” This difference of 
opinion is tolerated, and why not the Lib- 
erals? It is admitted that the Orthodox are 
in a majority, and he seems to be sensible 
that the authurity of the Church will be re- 
spected in case of a separation by those who 
are not able to appreciate the subtle ques- 
tions on which the separation will take place, 
thereby weakening the Liberal cause, which 
is already in a minority. The Orthodox put 
forward three points as essential, and which 
they will not compromise. ‘These are beliet 
in miracles, belief in the divinity of Christ, 
and in the authority of the Bible. On:these 
points the Liberal branch of the Church de- 
mand and practice the widest toleration of 
opinion. While disbelief in miracles is 
widespread, the writer in the Allgemeine 
Zeitung admits the importance of all these 
points. He not only points out that the no- 
tion of an invariable natural law, which the 
Deity may not and is unable to supersede, 
contradicts fandamental Orthodoxy, but that 
a denial of the miracies of Cunist is to ‘‘in- 
troduce a new Gop, requiring a new cult 
and a new Church.” 

While admitting the fundamental character 
of these differences, the idea of separation is 
resisted, and the failure of the secessionists 
may be considered as certain when the re- 
sult in the cases of the Old Catholics of Ger- 
many, ‘‘and even the English and North 
American Unitarians,” is taken as indicating 
the success of separate Liberal commuvities. 
Such doctrinal differences, it is claimed, may 
be left to find their level amonga Protest- 
ant people, and they have, or ought 
to have, little bearing on the prac- 
tical belief of the laity. In point of fact, 
the argument of those Liberals who oppose 
separation from the Established Church of 
Germany is, that the secession of the Liber- 
als will weaken the latter, and, to the extent 
of the secession, will weaken the general 
Church, and that it is better for Christianity 
that the Liberals remain as part of the 
Church, ‘bat at liberty to enjoy the largest 
toleration on matters of faith, especially on 
the three points named. 

On the contrary, the Orthodor majority of 
the Church, while opposing any legislation 


which shall recognize the Liberals as inde-

So long as the great body of the Protestant 
Evangelical Church of Germany holds that a 
denial of the three points named is practi- 
cally a denial of Christianity and a rank 
avowal of Materialism, there can be no re- 
conciliation, and the disruption of the Church 
may be regarded as inevitable. Whetherthe 
State, by law, can render this disruption less 
offensive by recognizing the seceders as an 
integral part of the State Clitirch whose 
faith they repudiate, is one of those qués- 
tions which time alone can settle. To an 
outsider such legislation would have the 
appearance of a virtual abandonment of the 
Established Church, so far as its faith is the 
faith of the State, and an sadmisison to the 
temporal protection or guardianship of a new 
Church, which is founded necessarily upon a 
repudiation of the very doctrines on which 
the old Church reste. This conflict between 
the “old” and the “new” Protestants of 
Germany seems to indicate the ultimate dis- 
ruption of the State Church, which disrup- 
tion may lead to general toleration by placing 
all Churches on an equality before the law.

REFORMING THE YOUNG. 
Certainly no movement in behalf of moral 


reform is more worthy of commendation and 
support than that which seeks to reach the 
youth of both sexes.’ The efforts of the 
Citizens’ League to stop the sale of liquor to 
minors have been among the most landable 
phases of the temperance agitation in this 
city. Not only good morals but the welfare 
of local government demand that young boys 
and young girls between the ages of 12 and 
20 be protected as far as possible from the 
temptations of city life, and the particular 
vices which, once indulged, are apt to be 
pursned. The meeting of citizens in the 
Third and Fourth Wards, which include one 
of the most populous and respect- 
able residence distriets of Chicago, is 
entitled to respect and encouragement be- 
cause its aim is to supplement the 
work of the Citizens’ League with special 
réference to that locality, and it is to be 
hoped that success may attend the efforts 
in this direction. It may be questioned, 
however, without discouraging or retarding 
this movement, whether the geaslemen taking 
part therein are not proceeding upon awrong 
basis. The special object of the meeting was 
to consider ways apd means for counteract- 
ing the influences of a place known as Meis- 
ner’s Hall, on Twenty-second street, which 
is a saloon and ball-room, and of those which 
it is expected Baum’s Garden, on the corner 
of Cottage Grove avenue and Twenty-second 
street, will exercise on the youth of the 
neighborhood when opened. It was decided 
that, if the necessary money could be pro- 
cured, Meisner’s Hall should be rented and 
run as a ‘‘ Young People’s Club,” under the 
auspices of a committee from the Citizens’ 
League, as & méans to the desired end. The 
general Cesign seems to be to throw open 
this building as a free place of resort, with a 
reading-room, a gymnasium, and perhaps a 
bowling-alley and billiards. The hope is that 
the youth who have been in the habit of vis- 
iting the saloon and ball-room in that build- 
ing, and who it is feared will begin to fre- 


| quent Baum’s new place when opened, may 


be attracted to the more moral surroundings 
of the new Club, 

It may well be doubted whether this 
project will be as successful in its aim as its 
promoters seem to think. There appear to 
be certain defects in the arrangemert, To 
begin with, it is unreasonable so far as it is 
aimed at any particular building which has 
been occupied for objectionable purposes. 
Chicago is too large, and there are too many 
available buiidings, to admit of a hope that 
objectionable places can be rooted out by 
successive Occupation of the buildings where 
they may be located. The project for a 
**Young People’s Club” of the kind pro- 
posed should certainly be considered entirely 
apart from the existence of Meisner’s Hall, and 
that particular building should be selected or 
rejected as any other building would be for 
sufficient reasons. To establish the proposed 
Club there as a meats of getting rid of the 
saloon and ball-room now there would bea 
precedent which, if followed up, would prob- 
ably induce men to start saloons and ball- 
rooms for the express purpose of being 
bought out; and even landlords might resort 
to this device as a means for renting their 
buildings to the reformers. 

Considered entirely apart from this par- 
ticular building, the ‘‘ Young People’s 
Club” would be useful or not as a moral 
agent, according as it might be managed. 
If designed for both sexes, and dancing were 
excluded, the young people who are fond of 
dancing would scarcely be attracted to it in 
preference to other places of resort where 
dancing is in vogue. The same would be 
true of cards and billiards. If run as a free 
institution, it would be regarded bya good 
many young men and women asa sort of 
charity-refuge, and there would be a general 
disposition among the young people who 
have any money to spend to turn up their 
noses at it, and to ayoid it. If there were a 
special air of sanctity about it, whether by 
reason of the active connection of the 
clergy or by the exclusion of a certain class 
of amusements of which young people are 
fond, it is doubtful about its at- 
tracting the yery boys and girls 
for whom it is designed. Such 
a club would, under all conditions, come into 
competition with the licensed places of re- 
sort in the neighborhood, and the degree of 
its success in promoting temperance, modera- 
tion, and good habits would depend on the 
degree of its attractiveness and the discretion 
of its management. 

Whether the proposed ‘‘ Young People’s 
Club” be established or not, the evils ap- 
prehended by the neighborhood from the 
opening of Baum’s Garden may be largely 
checked by a different plan from that which 
has been pursued thus far under Mr, Cnarzs’ 
leadership. In Germany, for instance, a |

young boys and girls to come there alone and 
indulgs in excésses, This would be one way 
for rendering the place harmiess, which the 


‘socalled libetal-minded people might adopt 


without excluding or interfering with the 
‘‘ Young People’s Club” which it is proposed 
to establish. -There is one thing that may 
be aceepted as certain in this subject of moral 
reform: The reformers eannot compete 
with amusement-places except by furnishing 
a counter-attfaction ina good time for the 
young people who dre seeking it.

SOME WORDS ON WEDDINGS. 

Punch's famous reply to a young pair con- 
templating matrimony was, ‘‘ Don’t.” The 
London Saturday Review, in eommenting 
upon the recent wedding of the Duke of 
Connaught and the Princess Lovise of Ger- 
many, speaks almost in- a similar strain,—at 
least, in its mild, satirical way of being 
pleasant, it reeotints the catalogue of un- 
pleasantries attending weddings im such de- 
tail and with such grim satisfaction that 
they will be apt to appall a young man bent 
upon entering the supposititious state of 
double-blessedness. It sets before him the 
keen interest which the newspapers and 
those who read them suddenly take in his 
affairs, ranging all the way from the cut of 
his coat-tails to the size of his fortune; the 
little scandals that are fished up; the 
tales of old flirtations and of the 
old loves whieh he has put on and 
off so unceremoniously; the catechism of 
questions that will inevitably be asked con- 
cerning him and the young woman, closing 
with those ominous interrogatories, ‘‘ What 
in the world can she see in him?” and ‘* What 
in the world can he see in her ?” the prepa- 
rations for the wedding, and the various 
criticisms that are pasted upon the gen@rosi- 
ty, the’ niggardiimess, the good taste or 
bad taste, of the donors; the eligible op- 
portunity that a family wedding offers for a 
first-class family quarrel ;. the lively interest 
that the outside populace take in the cere- 
mony, with which they in reality have not 
the most distant connection ; and finally the 
utter obscurity into which the wedded pair 
sink immediately after the wane of the 
honeymoon. After setting forth these un- 
pleasantries, however, the Review gallantly 
and tenderly holds eut a hope for the hus- 
band-hunting bridesmaid in the following 
episode of the ceremony : 

‘* As people who have visited the theatre take 
out of their memories, for a day or so, some of the 
things that amused them, and laugh again, so 
young ladies liuger lovingly over the details of a 
wedding. It 18 a curious experience, life ina house 
full of girla who have just left a marriage party. 
Their minds are full of the great themc; they ten- 
derly record each incident; they can think of noth- 
ing else: and they tell each other a thousand times 
how the bride looked, and how she dropped her 
bouquet, and who picked it up again, and how her 
traveling-dress became her. Not otherwise than 
when, a covey being dispersed, men go round and 
shoot the straggling birds, so admirers might éasily 
win the hearts of the fair Who are still hovering 
wistfully round the memory of a wedding. Thus 
Nature has provided chances for bridesmaids; and 
thus the superstition thatit is unlucky to be often 
a bridesmaid {s justified. For if a lady ean survive 
heart-whole, and pass unscathed through these 
moments of sympathy, it is certain that she never 
will be won.” 

English weddings are no exception to the 
general rule. Weddings, in their inception, 
progression, and conustimmation, are about 
the same thing the world over among civil- 
ized nations, What the Mevicw says of wed- 
dings in England is true of weddings in this 
country. The most incomprehensible thing 
about weddings is the fuss that is made over 
them. The birth of a person is a much more 
momentous event than his wedding, and his 
death, unless he has been a scalawag, is cer- 
tainly much more momentous than his birth, 
and yet the person himself and his friends 
make more fuss about the wedding than 
they do about his entrance into or exit from 
the world. He cries when he comes into 
the world, and his fmends cry when 
he goes out of it. They give him 
a silver ring which turns out to be 
pewter, and something to cut his 
teeth on, which gives him the canker, at 
birth; at death, they give him a convention- 
al crown or anchor, which is faded on the 
morrow. The episode of marriage between 
these extremes of life,—this sort of half-way 
hitching post.—however, creates « general 
flurry. We will suppose that Mr. Brownz 
and Miss Jonzs are to be married to-morrow. 
It is safe to say that their immediate friends 
do not contemplate the debate in Congress, 
the labor question in the Southern States, 
the threats of the Communists, or any other 
question of general interest, as of any con- 
sequénce in comparison with the union of 
Brown and Joxzs. A still more remarkable 
feature of the case is that every one else 
who hears of this wedding immediately 
gets into the same flurry. They don’t 
know Brown or Jones perhaps. They 
don’t care anything ‘about Brown 
or Jones, They never heard of them before, 
and after the wedding they will never hear 
of them again, unless Brow should happen 
to kill Jonzs, or Jonxs should apply for a 
divorce from Brown. Nevertheless, they 
proceed at once to get in a flutter and mani- 
fest the most extreme and painful concern 
in everything connected with them. Brown, 
JonzEs, and all “‘ their sisters, their cousins, 
and their aunts” immediately become com- 
mon property. Brown's connections, his 
past relations with other girls in the neigh- 
borhood, his business, his expectations, his 
gift to the bride, Jonzs’ toilette, looks, 
habits, manners, an dowry, and Jownzs’ 
mother, who is about to assume a relation 
to Brown thatis not regarded with rever- 
ence by an unfeeling world, are all thorough- 
ly canvassed. If Brows gnd Jowxs ure pub- 
licly married, the whole neighborhood ob- 
serves a holiday, and servant-girls, small 
children, and heads of families meet upon 
the common level of that curiosity which 
Divine Providence has implanted in us for 
some inscrutable reasén,—probably to distin- 
guish us from dogs. horses, and the other 
sensible animals. Brown and Jonzs, who 
have entertained the neighborhood through 
the period of their engagement, entertain it 
still more on the-wedding day, as it gets 
more real comfort and pleasure out of their 
union than it would out of a dozen funerals

ence, It cppears to them that they are the 
first pair that ever encountered this tremen- 
dously simple and unimportant problem of 
marriage, and that they may be the last pair; 
consequently it appears to be a colossal thing 
to them. Philosophers would look at it 
through the large end of éhe glass, which 
would feduceit to the proper dimensions. 
The real estimate of its importance ean only 
be fited by ¢ompatison before and after. 
Both Brown and Jonzs were obseure be- 
fore marriage ; they are equally obscure after 
marriage. Their names are never again con- 
spicuous except in connection with those 
painfully suggestive reminders which huck- 
sters aré in the habit of sending to them on 
the first of the month. Why such a gor- 
geously iridescent bubble should be blown 
in the midst of their unimportant lives, and. 
why the world should stop for even a mo- 
ment to admire its sheen, when it is known 
it will end in suds, is one of those mysteries 
that defy philosophical inquisition, The 
why of it may be found perhaps in the - fact 
that we are so made. 


Congressional manners sadly need revision 
and improvement. Members of the Senate have 
a method of expressing’ their indifference, or 
contempt, or both, for the oratorical efforts of 
their colleagues that is quite annoying, and some- 
times insulting.

Curcaco, April 19.—One of the glories of 
Chicago has been our enormous grain and pro- 
vision trade, which has grown within as short a 
time as twenty-five years to be the largest of 
any market iv the vorld. This business is all 
transacted througn the Board .of Trade, and, 
therefore, subject to its rules and regulations. 
The power the Board thus possesses, and the 
use made of it, has grown up too recently to 


) have received the general attention. it deserves, 


and to have been corrected by wider experience, 


Of the various interests that have been drawn 
into this grain centre, one unimportant element 
has obtained sriflicient control to force upon 
the Board arule that is working most serious 
injurv to the entire busigess of the city and the 
Northwest, and, as the Board persists in up- 
holding it, it is at least important that the mat- 
ter be more generally understood by all parties 
in interest. + 

The rule in question annuls in part, for Ch 
eago und the West, the creat law of supply an 
demand, by giving to short sellers uniimited 
license to sell for future delivery regardiess of 
stocks, making thereby the supply ivexhaustible, 
under which the buying speculative trade is sup- 
pressed and made powerless to advance or even 
sustain prices. Witnout this rule the short sales 
would have to be based upon stocks, which is 
certainly most juat and proper. As it is, those 
salés have all the effect of actual stocks with 
speculators, and haye made our representative 
market of the West the greatest power to de- 
press prices ever known. 

To fully realize our loss from this cause, it 
must be remembered’ that pearly al] markets are 
pow largely influenced, if not controlled. by 
Chicago; even the English markets are not ex- 
cepted, as all their fluctuations haye for many 
months followed close upon sosredhtladion fluc- 
tuations here. With such -facts as they bave 
long had before them, their prices could hardly 
have declined but for “decline in America,’’ for 
which our market is mostly responsible. 

The shorts treat contemptuously the quota- 
tions of other markets in their sales, having in 
one instance for many months sold for future 
delivery at much lower prices relatively than 
any other market in the world cae rom a and 
Chicago afte one in the speculative trade), and 
successfully brought these markets down by s0 
doing. ‘Their sale are not based upon other 
markets, but they demand that their settle- 
ments sball be when it is to their interest so to 
do. 
The comparatively recent growth of the grain 
and provision trade of Chicago, the change of 
customs growing out of the yrading system, and 
the concentration of most of the speculative 
trade of the United States and Canada at this 
point, are circumstances that have piaced, un- 
noticed by the public, great powers in the hands 
of the Board of Trade. 

This rule in which widely-extended interests 
are sacrificed for an exceedingly small end 
should receive more general attention, 9s its re- 
peal is a question of importance to all branches 
of trade in the West. xX.

A CHAT WITH BUDD DOBLE. 

Not many days ago a party of horsemen were 
gathered around a table at the Jockey Club 
headquarters, among them being Budd Doble 
and a TRIBUNE man. The latter was there for 
the purpose of obtaining from the knight of the 
ribbohs his opinion regarding turf prospects in 
the East and West for the coming season, but 
the conversation soon drifted into other chan- 
nels, and became 60 interesting that its salient 


points are given: 
“What do you think of the outlook for trot- 


ting io the West this season, Mr. Doble?” said 
the reporter. 

“Never better; in fact, never so good, The 
Pool laws of New York and Massachusetts have 
pretty well put an end to the sport in those 
States, and of course the effect is felt all over 
the East.

The Board of Review of the Nationa) Trotting

e decision of the Board has been foreshadowed 
in a ruling which it has given to the public. The 
judicial body has pronounced the race a fraud be- 


should not be accepted as final. If the Board is 
furnished with sufficient evidence of the right 
kind, it cannot refuse to make a different order. 
Utica Park does not make an unreasonable demand 
when she asks that the judicial decision shai! rest 
upon Official, not unofficial,testimony. The Board 
should not travel out of the usual path in review- 
dng thia cage. The Utica Association is composed 
of temen who stand hich in basinces and soctal 
circles; therefore it will not answer to lightly weigh 
the pointe in the balance. If the judges can be 
convicted by officia! testimony, why, then. convict 

punish them. But donot throw precedent to 
the winds, and find them guilty upon outside re- 
port, apon evidence which the Board iteelf has 
characterized as unofficial. Consistency and a 
calm, Jogical interpretation of the law are of much 
more importance in the record of the Board than a 
conviction prompted by the busy tongues, which 
often give & falee drift to what is known as public 
sentiment. 


If this publication was authorized by the gen- 
tlemen to whom it refers, they will find that 
the wrong course has been taken. What they 
are pleased vo designate as “ official ’’ testimony 
is the testimony of the judges themselves, or, in 
other words, a portion of the defendant’s. The 
theory that persons accused of crime or misde- 
meavor should be convicted onlv on their own 
evidence would be a pleasing and cofvenient one, 
no doubt, for those who might happen to get on 
the wrong side of a prison-door; but the gen- 
eral public will hardly be inclined to accept it, 
especially at the suggestion of those in whose 
favor it would undoubtedly “act. 

What the turf-loving people of this country, 
and especially of the West, expect of the Board 
of Review in this matter is, that it will carry to 
a successful conclusion the work so well begun 
jast fail, and nothing short of that will satisfy 
them. They knowto a moral certainty where 
the guilt lies, and they expect, and have a right 
to expect, that punishment will be visited in 
that quarter. There bas heen discontent enough 
among Western horsemen and tracks at the 
many outrageously unjust rulings and decisions 
of the old Boatd of Appeals, and it will take but 
afew more doses of the same sort tostart a 
Western Association, which all tracks in this 
part of the country and the South woulda 
be oniy too glad to join. This move 
was preven from being carned into 
operation last fallonly by the assurance that 
thereafter the grounds for complaint should be 
removed.

THE WINNERS OF 1878. : 

Tne TRIBUNE ho-tey presents its readers 
with the names in tabulated form of the trot- 
ting horses that, during the past year, have 
proved themselves to be good ones in their re- 
spective classes, ere the number of races 
won and host by each, their present record, etc. 
This tabie was not preparea witha view of in- 
cluding in it all the horses that had fast records, 
since the fact of one good performance does not 
by any means prove that the animal credited 
with it is a first-class and reliable horse. 
A ‘few instances wil) suffice to prove this 
rule. Nettie, record 2:18, is not by any means 
a valuable track-horse; at least she could not 
win in her class through the Central Circuit last 
year. Hanois, recoka 2:19%f, that created such 
a seusation in 1877,.was afflicted iast season with 
a lameness which prevented his beating the class 
of horses with which the figurcs against his 
name forced him to tret. Great Eastern did 
not amount to much as a free-for-all trotter last 
vear, winning but one race, that with Hopefyl at 
Toledo, in which the fastest heat was 2:23; 
‘and at Chicago was third in a race with Rarus 
and Hopeful, Great Eastern ubder saddle while 
Rarus drew a wagonand the gray gelding a 
sulky. When the fact that he has the fastest 
saddle record, 2:15%{, is teken into considera- 
tion, it will be seen that he was not anywhere 
pear hie true form. Whether or not he wil! ever 
recover it, time willteli. Judge Fullerton, an- 
other 2:18 herse, did nothing last year 
of sufficient importance to entitle him 
to be considered dangerous in his class this 
season. He is fast for half amile, but stons 
some coming bome. Mazo-Manie was siso “off ”’ 
during the bight of the season. but rounded to 
in the fall, and, after falling into the hands of a 
man who did not believe that the proper way to 

ve a horse condition and speed was to work 

im until he became stale, trotted some good 
races. Calmar started out in good shape, but 
lost all his speed before the campaign had tairly 
opened, and White Stockings was in about the 
same fix. Midnight, although fast for a beat or 
two, ears ace badly if the pace was anything 
like his speed, and in the two races he won the 
fastest heat was 2:2744, which was hardly uo to 
the mark fora horse with a record of 2:18! 
Others with fast records also failed to do well. 
Prospero, record 2:20, did not wina race. He 
is by Messenger Duroc. whose only claim to ex- 
eellence asa sire rests On the performances of 
Prospero, Dame Trot, and Elaine, al! out of 
the same dam, and of these the first two are re- 
garded asa little inclined to give it up when 
pinched. 

Ot those whose names appear in the table 
there is no vnecessity for saying much, since 
their performances are the best evidence of 
what they can do. Of the lot, Col. Lewig, the 
California gelding, is perhaps as worthy of no- 
tice as any. Starting into the season a “‘ereen” 
horse, he won every race in which he started, pot 
losing a heat, and acquired a record of 2:18, 
something never before accom plished in one sca- 
son. As stated in last Sunday’s I RIBUNE, he is 
now io Splan’s stable, and will come East with 
that driver. Alley and Powers, two sons of 
Volunteer, proved themsélves woney-makers 
for théir owner, Mr. Alden Goldsmith, the first- 
named winning seven races and the other thir- 
teen. Altogether they took part in thirty-nine 
events, and rarely failed to get apart of the 
puree. Bateman, of the same stable, lowered 
his record from 2:27 to 2:224¢4, and was in nine- 
teen races. The Chicago horse Bonesetter 
won eight races and lost ten. 
green horse at. the beginning of the 
season, and not able to beat 2:30 very much, he 
improved rapidly, and his record of 2:20 was 
obtained in this city late in the fall. Van Ness 
will handle him this season. Avbotsford, a 6- 
vear-old son of the recently deceased Woodford 
Mambrino, made a great reputation in Cal- 
ifornia by capturing five races of the seven in 
which he took part, and acquired a record of 
2:2134,—the same as that of his sire.

At the recept League meeting a Tripunxe 
man was afforded an opportunity to see repre- 
seutatives from ali the Clubs composing that 
organization, both when engaged in heated de- 
bate over some knotty point of base-ball law, 
and when under the, more genial influences of 
an after-dinner smoke. As they represented 
America’s national game, &@ brief reference to 
their personal appearance and characteristics 
will be of interest. 

Mesers. W. BH. Hulbert and A. G. Spalding, 
who represented the Club, are too well 
knowfi fa this city to any extended men- 
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tion of them necessary. When Mr. fulbert’s 
active connection with base-ball began, he went 
into the business from a love of the sport, but, 
once ip, his energies were directed to purifving 
and the game, the standard to which it 
had fallem being very low indeed. How well he 
has succeeded the public isaware. The League, 
of which he was one of the originators, has 
effectually put a stop to the thieving practices 
so commonly indulged in a few years ago bym 
certain class of ball-players, and driven from the 
profession the Devlins, Cravers, et al., who so 
thoroughly disgraced it. His services in making 
base-ball what it should be were at once recoe- 
nized by his election to the Presidency of the 
League in 1876, which position he still holds, 
In person Mr. Hulbert is a portiy, pleasant- 
faced man, and at once inspires the respect and 
esteem of those with whom he is brought in con- 
tact. Asa presiding officer he could hardly be 
excelled. 

“Al” Spalding’s career is so well known toall 
Who have taken any interest in base-ball 
during the past ten years that no very extended 
reference to it is needed now. A resident of 
Rockford, [1l., In his youth, he joined the Forest 
City Clab as pitcher, and by his skill in playing 
that position soon won for himself an enviable 
reputation among ball-players and with the 
public. In 1871 he was secured by Harry 
Wright for the Boston Club, and was with the 
champions five seasons. In 1876 he came to 
Chicago, and as Captain and pitcher of the nine 
brought the championship to this city. At the

AN OBSTINATE LETTER-CARRIER. 

There is considerable of a commotion among 
the business mren in the northeast corner of the 
South Division, all over a letter-carrier. That 
route has been carried for a great many years by 
one man, who has done his duty so faithfully 
and acceptably that it has been the custom of 
the business houses there to to pass around a 
subscription-list Christmas, and make up a little 
sum for him. One firm, bowever, bas steadily 
failed to put its name down, and the result has 
probably been a little coolness on the part of 
the carrier. It has been the custom of a number 
of business houses to send their messenger out 
to meet the carrier at the head of his route at 
the corner of Wabash coma and neem 
siree some of them ning as muc 
as Seinden minutes by doing this. 
Not long ago the messenger of this 
particular firm met him at this place, 
and wanted his firm’s package, and the carrier 
refused to give it; and it was not delivered until 
he had made his ‘regular rounds, which con- 
suméd over haif an hour. Complaint was 
made to Postmaster Palmer, who directed the 
Superintendant of Carricrs to tell this particular 
man to deal by this firm as he did by all others, 
and to go to the store and tell them what his 
orders were. On his return from his route the 
afternoon of the dav he got this order, he wus 
asked if he had obeyed. He said he had no 
letters for the firm, and, congequently, had not 
gone to the store. ‘Therefore he was sus- 
pended, and the suspension has since been 
made permanent, he evincing no disposition 
to obey. The other busipess-men in 
the neighborhood interested themselves in 
the affair, and a committee called on Mr. 
Palmer and requested that the man be restored 
to duty. Hd stated to them that the case was 
one of direct disobedience of orders on the 
part of a subordinate, and that his restoration 
would jead to insubordipation among other em- 
ployes. Mr. Stewart, ove of the Committee, 
acknowledged the justice of this reasoning, and 
declined to bave anything more to do with the 
matter. . So, while the grocers and other busi- 
ness men in that section of the city feel vexed 
over the loss of their fayorite carrier, and will 
probably make still further efforts to induce 
Postmaster Palmer to reconsider his determina- 
tion, it is not at all likely that he can be pre- 
vailed upon to do so.

Mr. French stated that his ideas of conducting 
the grain business differed from those of bis 
partner, and they thought they could do better 
alone or by making other confections. Both ad- 
mitted that the firm had been caught by the de- 
cline. All claims, however, would be settled 
at 100 cents as soon as presented. Mr. Stevens 
expects to go to work again within two weeks, 
alone or with a new partner, but the plans of 
Mr. French are unknown.

TRAGEDY AND COMEDY IN CHICAGO. 

Comedy has been represented by Robson and 
Crane at Hooley’s during the week, tragedy by 
Booth at McVicker’s, and extravaganza by Miss 
Lizzie Webster in those $100 tights at Haverly’s. 

So far as business goes, comedy and extrava- 
ganza bave won the race. 

Naturally it was thought that Mr. Booth with 

ch support as Messrs T. W. Keene and 

ines Levick would have done the business of 
the week; but expectation has certainly fallen 
below its mark. His audiences have been ex- 
ceedingly moderate in size—not at all what they 
should have been judging from past engage- 
ments in this city. Some say that. the “Au- 
thors’ Carnival”? had something to do with thin- 
ning the benches, others that Robsun and Crane’s 
personal popularity aid the thing. 

A cause for the effect must, of course, be 
found, and this is the easiest. 

But time was when carnivals, comedians, or 
pantomimists would have stood aside when Mr. 
Booth trod the boards in McVicker’s orin the 
New York theatres and been contented with the 
overflowings of bis houses. This has been 
changed, and on Friday evening only what is 
called “a Booth audience” in size as- 
sem bied. 

Mr. Booth is quite as good an actor as he ever 
was. His physical beauty is about the same, 
bis intellectual powers are as stroug, his genius 
—let the word go—is still there. Age has dealt 
lightly with his graceful carriage, and his voice 
is as tull, round, and melodious asever. Still 
have we his raven locks and his lustrous eye—in 
short, his excellencies and his mannerisms stand 
where they did, Peculiarities of his pronuncia- 
tion are as decided, and his trade-mark—that 
short aspiration—is not yet eradicated. 

Admitting this. Then the loss of drawing 
power lies not with the actor as an actor, but 
simply because the public have become wearied 

h the chief plays in his repertoire. 

*The people have been Ham/eted to death,” 
said an actor truly the other day, and, unless a 
tragedian undertakes the role who is a novelty, 
or bas been made the fashion, or else the mana- 
ger sugar-coats his classic drama with spectacle, 
souvenirs, etc., playgoers make a wry face in the 
swallowing. Ali who have tried to do the un- 
adulterated thing—Salvini, Barry Sullivao, 
Javauschek, Lester Wallack, Augustin Daly— 
will tel) you that the public gorge rises at it. 

From his experience in many cities, Booth can 
give similar testimony. 

Philosopbers brought face to face with the 
fact say it is bad for Shakspeare, while the 
ordinary observer with ordinary acumen per- 
ceives it 1s bad for the public. 

The difficulty with Edwin Booth is not the 
Authors’ Carnival, or the popularity of Hooley’s 
attraction; but the novelty of his Ham/e and 
his Aichard has worn away. 

Already Tue TrRipune has alluded to the 

merits of the rae Re ar rn gar and the ex- 
-cellent support afforded by Mr. T. W. Keene 
and Milnes Levick, two of the finest Shak- 
spearean actors in the country; also by Mr. 
Harry Pearson as Polonius, and Mr. Roland 
Reed, who gave an unctuous picture of the First 
Graved 'gqer. 

Manager Hooley’s cone grew two inches tast 
week, and in contemplating the legend, “‘ Stand- 
ing-room only,”’ nightly hung at his door, be 
bas grown ten years younger.

MESSRS. ROBSON AND CRANE, 

who appeared as the two Dromios in Shak- 
speare’s ‘‘ Comedy of Errors,’ a play now almost 
forgotten since Charles Webb gave it up when his 
brother Harry died. Hundreds in this country 
must baye seen the Webbs in Eagland. in 
British theatrical history their names are in- 
separably connected with the play. They were 
recognized as the best exponents of the ios 
that had ever appeared, not only on account of 
their acting, but because ip voice. and feature, 
and build they were identical, being twins. 
Throughout Great Britain they played the piece 
upwétds of 1,500 times from 1860 to 1867, when 
Harry died, and that put an end to their work. 
The loss was keenly felt by the remaining brother. 
In a few years he completely slipped away from 

ublic life, and was only brought forth again by 

ir. Crane, who found bim in a suburb of Liver- 
pool, his fame almost forgotten. He was 
brougbt here, and bas been invaluable in the 
resurrection of the play. 

Let us thank the comedians, in the first place, 
for lifting a charming work from obscurity to 
the stage, and again for giving us such a master- 
ly delineation of the two serving men. 

“The Comedy of Errors” may,not rank 
either in constructive skill, invention, lofty 
scope, and poetic beauty with Shakspeare’s 
masterpieces in the realm of comedy; yet no 
play by the great dramatist wheo either effect- 
ively read or acted offers such opportunity for 
broad merriment. Its materials are emphatic- 
aliy farcical. By a wenderfui effort of dramatic 
power they have been worked into a comedy. 

Its poetic fragrance, its flowing humor, and 
ite farcical qualities were noted by the two 
comedians, who wisely concluded that a change 
from the surfeit of French, German, and Ameri- 
can farcical mush would be generally acceptable. 
The edition used by them is somewbat different 
from the acting ove,—many of Mr. Webb’s sug- 
gestions having been acted upon,—and improve- 
meuts bave been introduced bv Mr. Crane from 
studies of the versions. Among the alterations 
is the 5 of the second act, which is one of 
the most ludicrous scenes of the play. 

Mr. Stuart Kobson personates the Dromio of 
Syracuse, while Mr. W. H. Crane is the Vromio 
of Ephesus. The men are cut out of Shak- 
speare, made according to the fashion of the 
times, lifted from the past, and bodily placed 
on the stage. 

There is no need for the orchestra to strike 
up a merry tune in order to add a zest to ve | 
welcome. When they have once shown their 
faces, underneath the conical hats and the red 
bair. with each a mark on his cheek, and clad in 
jerkin and hose, the laughter that greets them 
shows that half the work is over. No one, un- 
less he instauvt)y knows the peculiarities of the 
two men, could tell which waswhicb. Mr. 
Urane has succeeded in imitating Stuart Rob- 
son’s voice to perfection, and the manner in 
which he sustains the imitation is not the least 
wonderful feature of the performance. Those 
who have seen the twoin other pieces know 
that Robson’s figure is altogether different 
from Crane’s. Yet the two have so managed 
their make-up in face, limbs, and hight as to 
completely vaffle identity with the ordinary 
spectator. Indeed, it is said that Mr, Crane’s 
mother, who occupied a box the other night, 
couldn’t tell which was her own son. 

In the personations there is no forced, up-hill 
work, making atoila pleasure. They.are sym- 
pathetic or intuitive to a great degree, and by 
the effort Messrs. Crane and Robson must es- 
tablish their title as comedians completely 
among those who have looked upon them mere-

THE STONE WAR. 


No Decision Yet. 

The Corporation Counsel has not yet given an 
opinion as regards the complaint made by the 
stonecutters that Tomlinson & Reed had vio- 
laten.their contract by doing the City-Hall-work 
at Bedford instead of in this city. The case for 
the two parties is pretty fairly set out in affida- 
vits, of which the following are abstracts: 

JOHN DOWDLBE, 
in behaif of the stomecutters, swears that in 
May, 1878, he comhmencedwork for Tomlinson 
& Reed, cutting stone for the new City-Hall, 
and worked until December; that about sixty- 
five men were empluyed, and they all worked 
eight hours a day, which had been the custom 
for the last twelve years; that the firm in ques- 
tion, in adyance of resuming work tbis spring, 
advertised for stonecutters in Canada and the 
East, which was the first intimation that afflant 
or the stonecutters had that work was 
to be resumed; that all of the stone- 
cutters now employed in cutting the stone 
on the City-Hall are. persons brought 
from a distance; that Tomlinson &*Reed re- 
fused to employ the stonecutters of this city, 
but in. defiance of their contract are having, 
and for some time have had, the stone cut at 
Bedford. Ind., and thus without any geveral 
strike here on the part of the stonecutters, or 
any combination being; made against them, but 
to the contrary, that, Tomlinson & Reed have 
combined and conspired to injure the stone- 
cutters by refusing to employ them; and that 
‘neither:Edwin Waiker nor any Other person has 
anything to do with the conduct of the stone- 
cutters in the matter, etc.

Gounod, Ambroise Thomas, 
and ali the other great musicians of Paris, have 
been to hear me, and congratulate me, and 1 am 
having a most glorious time.’’ 

That she,kas taken Paris by storm it is only 
necessary 4e read the criticisms of her singing 
after her fifst appearance to perceive. The fol- 
lowing translations from the leading Paris 
papers will indicate the judgment entertained 
of her si#ging by the Parisian critics; 

A thcrough artiste was yesterday revealed to 
the Paris public, presented by M. Pasdeloup at his 
popular concert. This cantatrice—Miss Emms 
Thursby, —a stranger,—American, we believe, —is 
by her talents related to Patti and Albani, and also 
by quality of voice, —of the same metal] and school- 
ings + brillient, birdlike singers, a little mechan- 
ical,/but of superior mechanism. Truly a miracle 

of perfection are these broken roulades, and sta- 
catii notes given in cronometriqne exactitude of 
time! One might perhaps wish more sou! in the 
phrase sung, but we cannot demand everything of 
these perfected instruments tnat America sends 
us, and which, in pressing upon the spring of the 
throat, wind off trille, scales, chromatic, ascend- 
ing and descending,—the most difficult vocalism, 
the most sustained tones, with a perfection of 
mechanism that would disconcert the most expert 
watchmaker of Geneva. The fire of vocal artifice 
lit by the adroit Pasdeloup threw the powder in 
the eyes and produced the effect of surprise that 
he expected, as at the moment of the final bo- 
quet of public enjoyment a great shout of admira- 
tion came, followed boy a formidable hash.**The 
young artiste was obliged to repeat her surprising 
a exercises, which brought new cries and new 
recalls. 

Miss Thursby, it seems to tis, may demand of 
directors who wish to experiment with such vocal 
perfection any sum which pleases her feminine 
caprice. She has to-day taken her place in the 
constellation from which the impresarios pluck 
the star? which are seen in full midday by a pub- 
lic who love the astronomical phenomena of this 
kind.—Le Rappel. 

Miss Emma Thursby, an American cantatrice, ap- 
peared to-day for the firsf time at the Chatelet con- 
cert. Her name, absolutely unknown in Paris, ap- 
peared only yesterday upon thé bills, and, as this 
change of programme had hardly been noticed, the 
surprise was general when we found ourselves in 
the presence of a young and a distinguished artisie 
gifted with a full liquid voice of charming timbre, 
particularily in the bigker notes, and mastering all 
the difficulties of her art. The pieces chosen were 
an air of Mozart's, ** Mia Speranza Adorata,” and 
a theme and variations by Prockh. Miss T. sang 
the first with marvelous taste and a simplicity ap- 
propriate to Mozart, and the second with an ease, 
a fiexivility, and a confidence and surety of attack 
which brongat warm and unanimous applause, 
obliging her to repeat the moat difficalt variations.

Much-Needed Repairs Now Being 
Made There. 


Rotten Condition of the ‘Trusses—The 
Galleries Unsaie. 


Paying Dividends in Preference to 
Making Repairs. 


A reporter of Tam Trisons in his meander- 
ings yesterday found himself infront of the 
main entrance of the Exposition Building. The 
doors stood open invitingly, and hundreds, al- 
most thousands, of people young and old crowd- 
ed the sidewalk and surged up to the- ticket-of- 
fices in their eagerness to gain admission to the 
scene of the numerous gaicties within. It took 
the reporter but a moment to “press” in. 
Those persons who fiave attended the now rag- 
ing carnival will remember that a thin and low 
board partitign has been built leading away 
from each side of the inside entrance-door, 
to prevent curious persons from pryiffy 
into the mysteries suppesed to exist 
“fust behind the sceges,’’ or booths. The 
door in one of these partitions was open as the 
reporter entered. Beyond it might be seen a 
number of dirt-covered workingmen engaged in 
digging up soil from a hole in the floor, throw- 
ing stone here and there, pounding, and mak- 
ing a general racket. With inquisitiveness com- 
mendable only in a monger of news, the afore- 


said reporter took the liberty of entering the 
quarters behind the partition, and there watched 
the progress of the work. The floor had been 
cut away at the base of one of the trusses which 
curve so gracefully down from the very apex of 
the roof of the building, leaving a hole about 
eight feet square. Atthe centre of that hole 
there should have been a support for the truss, 
but there was none, Inthe hole the mep were 
at work slowly building up 
AN ABUTMENT OR PIER 

upon which the truss was destined to rest. All 
around and about, lying in romistuous heaps, 
were rafters, and penne, all 
broken and splintered and rotten. hey were 
wet with the damp that makes decay, and many 
of them had so far been influenced by age and 
moisture that thé fibre of the wood no longer 
remained. With histhumb and finger the re- 
porter broke off pawn, ‘and pulverized them 
without perceptible effort into a snuff-like 
mass. The reporter noticed that the truss be- 
peath which the men were at work was a hew 
one, and different from the old ones in design. 
A few old planks were visible in it, but most of 
it was new. Evidently the rotten debris lying 
on the floor on all sides bad been taken partly 
from that truss and partly from other trusses 
which showed similar sigas of partial renova- 
tion. The reporter continued his work of in- 
vestigation, and found in all about a dozen 
trusses that had undergone rejuvenation, and 
workmen were engaged in repairing others, 
Walking around and inspecting each truss, the 
reporter noticed that “many.of them—a great 
many—had been bored with an augur. The re- 
porter dug into the holes with his knife, and 
scraped out dust,—snuff-like dust,—not the 
chips caused by the boring, but the powder 
caused by dry-rot and decay. This experiment 
was tried with a keast a dozen trusses, and 
the results were the same in all cases. The re- 
porter knew enough about wood to determine 
the chips of sound wood and dust of rotten 
timber, and he positively asserts that the trusees 
which he examined as aforesaid betrayed a rot- 
ten inside. Outwardly they looked well enough, 
and in respopse to the stroke of a hammer gave 
out a solid and substantial sound. But there 
was no mistaking the nature of the inside. 

Then taking a position pion wes look alo 
the line of trusses he noticed thatsome o 
them sagged or bowed out nearly a foot farther 
then others. It was also noticed that the floor 
of the gallery at the points near the sagging 
trusses was depressed and crooked. The report- 
er, being not a mechanic nor a practical builder, 
was, of course, unable to read the signs of the 
structure. He therefore hunted up a prac- 
tical builder, aml with him made another tour 
of the building. Polpting out the defecta the 
reporter asked as to 

THE) DANGER. 
The builder replied that it was his opinion, as a 
practical builden that the building was unsafe, 
but in no immediate danger of tumbling down. 
The weight of the galleries rested directly, and 
the roof indirectly, upon the trosses, and, of 
course, any additional weight in the galleries 
increased the strain upon those trusses. Any 
such crowd as bad been in the galleries during 
the Exposition, and even during the late Social- 
fktic demonstration, was lieble to break them 
down. . Persous should be prohibited from go- 
ing up-stairs just now. 

t must not.be supposed that the Exposition 
Directors are ignorant of the condition of their 
building. Lastyear Mr. W. W. Boyington, the 
architect of the structure and person at 
present jn architectural charge thereof, told the 
Committee that repairs were peeded. » After 
repeated protestations ov his part, eight new 
trusses were put ?0. Many which were cen- 
demned were left standing. One of the trusses, 
while being removed, broke square off in the 
middie between the gallery and the main Soer. 
It positively had po strength whatever. This 
year Mr. Boyington has, it is said, 

RENEWED HIS ADVIVUE 
that substantial repairs were necessary to avert 
what might be a terrible calamity. He con- 
dem ned five trusses directly beneath the central 
dome, but the Commgtee, evidently with the 
impression that the im ement would cost too 
much money, refused t@¢omply with the profes- 
sional suggestions of the architect. About twelve 
other trasses have been shown to be worthicss 
for support, but itis not known that the Com- 
mittee have decided to extend the work of re- 
pair to them all. The werk which is now in 
progress is yery satisfactory, what there is of it. 
The new trusses are made stronger than the 
original ones, and afe given a better foundation. 


| The original ones rested upon beams, which lay 


flat upon the new-made ground. As a matter of 
natural consequence, the beams absorbed the 
profuse moisture and transmitted it to the 
trusses. This is shown in the not damp, but 
wet, condition of the interior of the trusses 
which have been pulled to pieces. The new 
trusses rest upon an iron plate which covers a 
masonry pier set six feet into the ground upoa 
a bed of concrete six feet thick. Thus 
‘a solid and moisture-proof foundation is 
laid. A thorough overhauling of the. building 
and a tightening up of:the braces wou!d doubt- 
Jess improve the structure. Ft certainly would 
improve the public confidence in the stability 
and safety of the concern. It is gaid that Mr. 
Boyington will soon order 
AN OVERHAULING SOM OF THE TRUSSES, 
whether or not the Committee agree toit. He 
is the architect of the building, and, as before 
stated, is arebitecturally in charge. Any acci- 
deut the resuit of ignorance of conflition or fh- 
difference as to results would bring down upon 
him the righteous wrath of a large part of the 
community. in case he orders the work done 
there will doubtless pe 4 *‘ scene” with the Com- 
mittee of Directors, who refused at one 
time to listen to any proposition ook- 
ing to repair. It is believed that the 
Committee have now be to sée the wisdom 
of doing what should have been done sone 
time ago. It was suggested to them that the 
city authorities on building should be called 
upon to pass judgment upon the edifice. This 
and other inducements doubtless prompted the 
work at present underway. One of the Directors 
was heard to remark that he thought a little 
touching-up should be done. It is a fact that 
wtp pains are téken to have the great 
ulk of the debris carried toa point in the build- 
ing where it would be least likely to fall under 
observation. : 


THE BUILDING WA ERECTED IN 1875, 


and it had no repairs, except to the roof, until 
155. Mr. Beyington was callea on last fall ‘to 
survey the building and report as to its condi- 
tion. *Persons not architects had conceived fears 
as to its wer and he, a practical man of wide 
experience, who put up the building, and took, 
naturally, pride fn it, was called in to examine 
its condition. He did this, and made a report 
substantially as referred: to above, to the effect 
that general and thorough repairs were abso- 
Jutely needful as to trusses, piers, etc. That re-

Turkish Justice. 

Three years ago a young Christian Maronite 
in Turkey killed a Mussu/man ina hot-headed 
quarrel. After lying ever since in prison, the 
mother of the victim came forward last Feb- 
ruary and insisted on his being sentenced to 
death. What followed the Constantinoptie cor- 
respondent of the Philadelphia Press thus de- 
scribes: “‘ As the crime was proven according to 
local judicial forma, she obtained from Midhat 
Pasha, the Governor of Syria, a firman for the 
execution, and a day was fixed for the hanging. 
in vain the notables of all creeds and races 
Mussuimans and Christians, appealed to the old 
woman to be merciful, for upon her word de- 
pended the life of the Maronite. They repre- 
sented to her that if he did do the deed it 
might have been in self-defense; that at any 


rate his quilt was wot perfectly clear: 
that he had. already grievously  suffer- 
ed in body and mind by his imprison- 
ment, and that the people of Divrene id not 


want a capital execution in their midst. Neither 
the ‘lurkish Ulemas, the Groe* and Armenian 
Bishops, or the Turkish officials could soften the 
obdurate heart of thistruel mevara. ‘I have 
the firman for his execution,’ she said, ‘and his 
fate is in my hands.

In 
the night of Feb. 5, three hours after midnight, 
he was taken from his cell and led to the 
place of execution. An immense crowd of 
people gathered around the seaffold. There 
took place a scene of the most extraordinary 
kind. ‘The woman was told by the executioner 
that the man’s relatives were ready to pay her 
any sum in their power if she would, as 
custom authorized, allow him to go free on the 
payment of blood-money. She shrieked and 
foamed for vengeance. For an hour and more 
she refused to be merciful, notwithstanding the 
entreaties of the mass of men, women, and chil- 
dren. In the meanwhile the young man stood 
on the gallows with the halter about bis neck, 
trembling fe- his life. Fivaily, worn out by the 
prayers of the people, and tempted by the bieb 
figure to which the relatives of the Maronite 
had run up the bid for his life, she consented to 
accept 8,000 francs as blood money. The hang- 
man let go his hold of his ex Victim, and 
handed him over to his relatives, who carrried 
— off amid the acclamations of the specta- 
ors.

How His Father Cured Him of His “n- 
sire to Become a Baulor, 

A Chivalrous Commander---How He 
Treated Union Prisoners.

Cotvamsvs, O., April 17.—Gen. “Dick’’ Tay- 
lor, who died the other day at the residence of 
S. L. M..Barlow, m New York, aside from being 
the son of a President and grandson of a well- 
known military héro, was really a remarkable 
man on bis own account. His biegraphy has 
already been written in the papers,—bow he op- 
posed Secession, and only went into it under 
protest when bis native State of Louisiana bad 


already committed itself to the doctrine. Fivally | 


entering the contest, he made one of the most 
brilliant records, considering everything, of any 
man on the Southern side. It should be borne 
in mind that, being opposed to the War, and 
having fought Secession till hostilities actually 
commenced, he retired to his own estate, de- 


‘termined to accept only such responsibility as 


was brought to him unsought. [Je was soon 
appointed Colionel of the Ninth Louisiane In- 
fantry, and came up through the various stages 


to 


ENERAL, 

in which grade he presented the hilt of his 
sword to Gen. Canby, on the 4th of May, 1865. 

His volume. of reminiscenses of the War, 
which came very near being posthumous, shows 
that he was a close observer of men and things, 
and possessed no mean ability as a writer. Al- 
thougk playing a somewhat subordinate part in 
the late unpleasantness, he always attracted 
marked attention. .¢ 

About a year ago I was thrown into the com- 
pany, for an evening, of an old ex-planter from 
Louisiana. We were fellow-guests at the Gibson 
House, in Cincinnati; and, he being of a commu- 
nicative turp of mind, the conversation naturally 
fell upon affairs with which he was acquainted 
in his native-State. We had talked only a short 
time when he conveyed the information that he 
bad before the War lived néar the old Taylor 
estate, and had in the old days known the ex- 
President, and more recently knew Gen. 

1 was naturally in- 
terested, and, obtaining a large number of facts, 
l am tempted to give them now, notwithstand- 
ing the fact that reminiscences of the Confed- 
erate Brigadiers are not so pjeasantas they might 
be, these days, to the Northern mind. 

** President Taylor’s family was a-complished 
in the highest degree,” said the old gentleman.

having taken every possible pains in her behalf;

A white chip bonnet in cabriolet shape has a 
brim very much turned up in front and is cloge- 
fitting at the sides. A pink tip falls over, the 
crown and a large bow of Persian jardiniere, 
with a tiny floral design, is placed on the right 
side, and a few loops of the same kind of ribbon 
are placed under the slightly-raised curtain at 
the back.

PANIERS.

Paniers do not become any larger, but they 
are now covsidered necessary with all suits. 
Not only dresses have paniers, but also confec- 
tions. Visites are made with peniers, the side 
pieces under the arm being fastened to the back 
in plaits. The draperies of dresses all form 
paniers, and are arranged in many different 
wavs. Oneof the most successful methods is 
the Louis X{I1{. drapery, which is shirred from 
the waist down to the middle of the skirt, where 
it is covered with a cascade of satin loops. This 
isa great change from the tight-fitting toilets. 
As no lady will think of appearing in a dress 
without a papier, and as many have ticbt-titting 
polonaises, the foliowing description of a dress 
altered bv one of the fashionable Parisian dreas- 
makers may be serviceable. The suit is of biack 
failie, trimmed with fringe’and a broad band of 
passementerie. itis buttoned down the front 
to the middie of the skirt, and is tight-fitting 
over the hips and slightly puffed inv the back. 
To alter this suit the dressmaker has taken a 
breadth of goods thirty-two inches wide 
and about a yaad and a quarter lozg, 
and made four — plaits fastened one 
over the other on either side o! this 
piece of goods. Then the goods is cut ino a 
slight bias on the ends, and forms the panier. 
This same panier is made for either side of the 
tunique over the hips. The patiers come be- 
tween the seeond gure in front and the seam of 
the small side-piece in which they are fastened. 
Down the front of the waist, startitig from the 
collar, are bands of passemecnterie, which are 
taken down, serving to cover the starting-point 
of the panier. The panier is bordered with 
fringe. ‘The passementer’e can be replaced by 
con bands of the same goods, or of satin or 
faille.

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JOHNSON’S STORY. 


Some Charges Made Against a 
Private Detective. 


Who Is Accused of Putting Up a Burg- 
lary at Aurora.

An Absolute Denial of All the 
Allegations. 


THE REPLY. 
PATTEN DISPOSES OF THE CHARGES. 

To be perfectly fair, the reporter, of course, 
called uvon Mr. Patten at his office on Twenty- 
second street, and gave him an opportunity to 
refute. The detective was willing enough to 
talk. Prefacing what he said with a bold and 
sweeping denial of any and all the charges of 
crookedness, he made the following statement: 

“The man who is at the bottom of all this is 
Cornelius O’Callahan, ana he bas the support 
and sympathy of certain private watchmen in 
this vicinity in the attempt to ruin us and our 
business. O’Callahan was employed by us last 
fall, and worked for us about two months. He 
was the man who got hold of Lew Johnson, 
and on some information we obtained 
through bim we made some arrests. 
Among other things, O’Callahan told us 
there was to be a house robbed 
in Aurora,—Mrs. Coulter’s. Iwas then doing 
some detective business on the Chicago, Bur- 
lington & Quincy Road, and I saw Mrs. Coul- 
ter’s agent and notified him of what we had 
learned? It seems the plans were all laid, the 
thieves went there, and were scared away. This 
he didn’t hear of until afterwards. It appears 
they set another time, however, and we found it 
out. Wetold Mrs. Coulter’s agent we would 
telegraph him if we knew the work was going to 
be done, and make the arrests if possible. We 
never saw Mrs. Coulter, and there was never a 
word spoken about mopey.”’

* You deny making any compact with Jobn- 
son and Wilkins?” 

‘*I do; and am prepared to prove the truth 
of what Isay. 1 can get the affidavits of Mrs. 
Coulter that I never saw her; and of her agent, 
that pot a single word wassaid about money. 
Asfor Johnson’s statement, it will have no 
weight whatever in acourt of record, or with 
the public either, when they know he has been 
in the Penftentiary, and has lost his right of 
citizenship.’’ 

“You never promised to give them $100 
either, for their share in putting up any such 
burg/ary?’’ 

** No, sir; never.”’ 

The reporter then detailed to the detective 
the substance of the interview with Johnson, 
calling attention to the salient features thereof, 
particularly the story about the order for the 
money and the other general charges, and asked 
him what he had to say to the stor’. 

“* The facts are these,”’ was the reply. “ We 
had made some arrests out on the road, and 
were going down to Yorkville to the trial. 
Smith and Mclotyre, of Plano, were the men, 
and they were arrested for receiving stolen 
property. Johnson had given us some informa- 
tion and we expected to use hith asa witness. 
Just about this time Johnson was sted, —as 
he claimed for being a yagrant,—and was given 
twenty-four hours to leave town. I wasn’t 
ready to go out then,—wanted to use him as a 
witness,—and so sent himon ahead. He had 
no money, and I gave him a note to a man in 
Aurora for whom we had done some work, tell- 
ing him to 

GIVE Him $2 

to keep him whfle he waited there for me to 
come on. I was furnished with passes by the 
Railroad Company. Whether Wilkins went or 
not I don’t know. He may have gone, but I 
didw’t know anything about it. I picked him 
up at Aurora as soon as | coulda attend to the 
matter, and we went on to the trial. When he 
got to Yorkville, Johnson failed,—said he didn’t 
want to go on the stand because be didn’t have 
an oath. *When I was down,’ he said, ‘I didn’t 
behave myself, and they didn’t restore my citi- 
zenship.’ 1 didn’t know he had  iost 
his citizenship till tl got there, but 
when I found it out, of course I wouldn’t put 
him op the stand. The whole thing, it seems, 
was only a trick on his part to get out into the 
country, because he was afraid to stay ip town. 
Callabam was a witness too, haying beet with 
us wher we got the goods and heard the admis- 
sions: hut he sold out on me completely,— 
wouldn't go on the stand unless we would pay 
him .$300 or $400. I wouldn’t do that, and chat 
ended it.’’ 

“Now, how about Johnson’s story that you 
got the police to 

SEARCH CALLAHAN’S HOUSE, 
with the idea of finding, if possible, stolen 
property secreted by Johnson, and thus settling 
_ so that he would keep his mouth shut on 
ou %) 

: ‘*There’s no more truth in that than there is 
in any of the rest. I never mentioned a thing 
to the police concerning Johnson; never paid 
any attention to him at all, and don’t know why 
I should want to persecute him.” 

‘He says you bave given some $23 or $25 
altogetber?”’ 

‘‘Never paid him a cent of money. All he 
ever got Callahan paid him, and I had nothing 
to do with bim. Johnson, as I said before, gave 
us information sometimes. He wastaken along 
and he showed the places where goods were 
stolen, and so on.”’ 

‘*Why did you discharge Callahan ?”’ 

** Because he got into us $30 or $40 worth, and 
was drinking 80 we couldn’t do anything with 
him.” 

“Johnson says you put the police on Calla- 
han, too.”’ 

‘* Well, I didn’t. The detectives suspected his 
house, and went and searched it, but I had 
nothing to do with it. Why, after the fellow 
left me, I took pity on him and got him the sit- 
uation he now holds. Does that look like per- 
secution ?”’ 

MOTIVE. 
- ty is Johnson’s probable motive in this 
thing?’ 

‘*] suppose he thinks because he gave us a 
little information in our business that we ought 
to come down with $400 or $500 and help clear 
him. As for Callahan and the others who are 
backing him, they want to ruin us, and are fur- 
nishing Johnson money in exchange for what 
he is trying to do against us, to help him 
through his trial, all of which Lam prepared to 
prove when the time comes.”’

~ COOKERY. : 


A National School in London. 
Harper's Basar. 

Cooking classes have been started in New 
York, but, although fairly attended, they have 
failed to become fashionable. It is mortifying 
that such a reason must be given for the failure 
of any movement so beneficial to domestic com- 
fort, but fashion is queen, and wields a sceptre 
more powerful than reason or common sense. 
Poorly supported, New York cooking schools 
_baye been unable to be extended and rendered 
substantial and valuable institutions. I[n this 
respect London is far ahead, and must for the 
present at least, carry off the palm of victory. 
The national training school of cookery at South 
‘Kensington, although recently established, has 
already attained a wide-spread reputation and 
receives patronage from all classes. Ladies of 
all ages, among whom are many representatives 
of English nobility, meet together here not only 
to study, but to learn by actual practice the 
preparation of soup, meats, and sauces, whose 
savory flavor shal] render the future dinner- 
tables of England both appetizing and health- 
tul. The Frenchman adrift in London will 


7 soon be unable to exclaim, as did formerly one 


of bis unfortunate countrymen: “Ciel! Such a 
rich country, and only ove sauce!”’ : 
The instruction is divided into three courses. 
The first is more especially adapted to the re- 
‘quirements of those who would fit themselves for 
cooks in families, although even in this low de- 
partment many young ladies desiring to thor- 
oughly understand labor they may never need 
to perform themselves in after life are rezis 
tered pupils. Here all the minor details of a 
well-ordered kitchen are carefully taught. The 
most menial iabor, even the scouring of the 
cooking tables, is not overlooked. Pots and pans 
are thoroughly cleaned, and the strictest order 
is incuicated. Everything down to the smallest 
spoon has its place as well asits use. It is in 
tuis department that those who would make 
g servants need long-continued drilling. 
Only elementary lessons iv cooking itself are 
introduced into the lower departmeut at South 
Kensington; butit is througn entire compre- 
hension of these first steps that the pupil is fitted 
Lo pass to more delicate work. At first thought 
it appears an ae matter to boil a kettle, make 
tea,and toast a slice of bread ;- but trust that sim- 
ple culinary operation to inexperienced hands, and 
it at once becomes manifest that even here both 
knowledge and practice are necessar'v. 

The second course of the cooking school 
covers, as far as possible, the delicate science 
of the preparation of food. This course is large- 
ly attended by young ladies. 1t consists of two 
sections, the demonstration room, where lectures 
are given, illustrating by practical working in the 
manner followed in the emal! cooking classes of 
New York; and the practice room, where the 
bright-faced pupils, the future housewives of 
many sweet homes, arrayed in high-necked 
aprons and sieeve protectors, make practical 
application, under the direction of a teacher, of 
the kuowiledge gained from the lecture, to 
which, one may be sure from their interest to 
produce the right flavor of their sayory com- 
pounds, they have listened attentively, and 
y womerg special points they have carefully noted 

own. 

The third course is intended to meet. the 
wants of the working classes, who for a small 
charge receive instruction which may enable 
them to manage a modest household with order 
and economy.

Besides the regular courses, the school also 
includes extra lessons and practice teaching for 
those whose aim it is to become themselves 
trained teachers.

TRINIDAD, Colo., April 12.—In New Mexico 
and Colorado exists an order of men known 
here as Penitentes. How widely the organiza- 
tion is spread, I am unable to say, but under- 
giahd that it exists in some form or other among 
all/ the Spanish-speaking peoples of America. 
It is sald to be an offshoot from the order of 
Flageliant monks; but the Penitentes are 
peither clerics nor recluses. The society is a 


* Seeret one; lodges exist in various localities; 


and it is difficult in the extreme to gather any 


accurate knowledge of them, except whit may 
be learned by actual observation at the Good- 


Friday season, Once a year. 
There are three lodges in the neighborhood of 


Trinidad, and yesterday I went down the Purga- 


toire about two miles 
TO SEE WHAT I COULD 

of their. public exercises. The lodge-building 
does not differ from the ordinary Mexican house, 
except that it has no windows. Its walls are of 
mud, itstoof of mud; it is low, gloomy, and 
forbidding, and looks like a big brick of dirty- 

day lying open on the hillside. A quarter 
of a mile away, close to the river-bank, a rude 
swwooden cross was erected, and, on the opposite 
bank, among willows and cottonwoods, [ hid 
myself. The Penitentes are jealous in the ex- 
treme of outside observation. They say they 
are afraid of Americans if they come too close; 
and the Americans saythat it is as much asa 
single man’s life is worth to pry too curiously 


into their secrets. 

i bad searce hiaden myself when a procession 
of twenty-tive or thirty men emerged from the 
lodge-house. One in front staggered uader a 
huge cross. Those following came three abreast, 
the men in the centre wearing nothing but 
their drawers, and each carryingin his band a 
stem of cactus about three feet long. Your 
readers are probably aware that the cactus 
is thickly set with needle-like spikes about an 
jack inJength. ‘These needles are very sharp 
and slightiy barbed, so that, when they once 
enter the flesh, it is not easy to extract them. 

Siowly the fantastic procession wound its 
way toward the cross on the river-bank, singing 
a most lugubrions chant,—the harsh voices 
now rising to a howl, and now falling away to an 
indistinct and monotone wail. Having reached 
the cross, those who retained their clothes fell 
upon their knees, at a littie distance, in a circle 
round the object of their adoration, while the 
undressed opes went inside and prostrated 
themselves. 

And then [ noticed that the ground around 
the cross was thickly strewn with cactus. The 
sharp spikes pierced the naked flesh of the 
devotees in a million places. ‘The blood

but they groveled and rolled around, while the 
wild, aric chant rose ever louder and loud- 
er.

A quarter of an bour, perhaps, ended the 
prostrations and prayers; and then the proces- 
sion reformed and started to return to the 
lodge.

I have a singular adventure to relate, worthy, 
1 think, of being told by a winter-fire; but I

THE POBLANA AND THE COCTYO. 
Vera Cruz Letter to New York Evening Post. 

In the more unpretentious streets, the homes 
of the sovereign people, can be seen the play of 
the lovers repeated on a smaller scale. There 
it is the poblana, in place of the high-bred dame, 
that is the cynosure and belle of the night. 
Standing in the low window fronting on the 
street, or in the open doorway of the single-story 
dwelling, she chats freely with her group of 
male admirers. She has discarded the reboza, 
whicb half conceals her glowing charms by day, 
and gives way to a certain abandon of manner, 
born of the June climate and the soft twilight. 
The olive-tinted epidermis of her arms and 
shoulders contrast prettily with the snow-white 
chemise and variegated colors of petticoat 
and sash. Occasionally the tight-fitting Anda- 
lusian bodice is seen, but for the most 
part the bust is covered with the loose, semi- 
transparent chemise alone. Considered artistic- 
ally, the poblana is a far more picturesque figure 
than the stately dame of the housetop, while 
neither in point of beauty nor in tastefulness of 
attire does she suffer by comparison. Like all 
the daughters of the tropics, she has an insatia- 
ble passion for adornment, gratified in her case 
by the wearing of a profusion of bright-colored 
flowers in her hair, or a spark! cocuyo, the 
brilliant fire-fly of the tropics. latter spe- 
cies of ornament is much affected by the belles 
of the lower orders, though not on that account 
banished from the tresses of the aristocracy. 
Its sheen outrivals that of diamonds, becoming 
brighter and biighter as the twilight increases, 
until, in the darkness of the night, it shines 


brillfant as a -jet. 
This grand dro-fy (which Mayne Reid has 
descri so well that one must pilfer from his 


account), beside which the ordinary “lightning- 
bug’? of the United States is the merest far- 
thing dip, is found along a’large part of the Gulf 
coast. It is seldom seen in swarms, but only in 
twos and threes, its most common resurt be 
the fields of sugar-cane, the juice of whic 
forms its principal food. Following the habits 
of other nigbt beetles, it is difficult to catch, 
and so becomes a marketable commodity, being 
exposed for sale with other by the 
indians. The cocuyo presents much the ap- 
pearance of the ordinary beetle, an inch or more 
in length, of a glossy brown color. Its brilliant 
sparkle is derived from eye-like spots, the size 
of large shot, appearing like globes of fire, and 
from a broad disc of phosphorescence upon its 
abdomen when it spreads its wings in flicht. 
Ot such illuminating power is it that with three 
or four cocuyos placed under an inverted 

ope may read the smallest 
type; while with one held in the fin- 
gers the dial of a watch may be consulted 
in the darkest night as satisfactorily as 
by the light of a cigar. As an ornament they 
are used principally on the hair, though often 
arranged also upon the skirt of the dresses. A 
smali loop-like integument underneath the 
thorax furnishes the means by which the insect 
may be secured upon a pin, seemingly suffering 
no inconvenience from the process except that 
of being confined. It is, of course, the living 
beetle that is thus confined; ‘when the 
fire-fly loses its phosphoric brilliancy. To pass 
for a gem of the first water it must not only be 
alive, but in good health. To this end it is nept 
in a small: casket, like any other jewel,—a 
casket made of sugar-cane,—and is generajly 
ted by the fair creatures of whose trousseau it 
forms a part. Its usual food is the juice of the 
sugar-cane, small pieces of which, freshly peel- 
ed, are placed trom time to time in its cage. in 
the evening it is taken out of its casket, impaled 
upon a long pin, and arranged in the plaits of 
the hair in such position that its gleaming lamps 
can be fully seen. No Empress in her tiara of 
diamonds can exceed the brilliaucy of a poblana 
with a wreath of cocuyos sparkling from her 
purple black hair.

APRIL 4.—Our musical and dramatic circles 
have been thrown into a state of most enthusi- 
astic excitement lately by the appearance of a 
remarkable American singer, who has been car- 
rving all before herat the concerts. Miss Emma 
Thureby, of New York, the singer in question, 
probably needs vo introducing to her couutry- 
men; but here, in this centre of artistic life, she 
is even now so little known that well-informed 
papers describe her as Envtish, .nd are unable 
to supply their readers wit}: a solitary scrap of in- 
formation about her musical career. She arrived 
here the other day, fresh from her triumphs in 
Enziand, But without anv prepsratory flourish 
of managerial or editorial trumpets.—as abso- 
lutely unknown to Paris as the humblest artist, 
—and at her first appearance sprang to the 
highest pitch of popularity. I[ heard Miss 
Thursby last Sunday at. the Popular Concert. 
Her yoice is as mellow and pure as a clarinet, 
from the topmost note to the lowest. Her ex- 
ecutive powers are simply perfect. No singer 
in Paris certainly—perhaps no singer in Europe 
—could have improved upon her repder- 
ing of an air with variations (by Proch),—- 
one of the two selections s¢t down for her on 
the procramme. It. is a‘ trying composition, 
bristling with difficulties which would be fatal 
to any but a great artist. Miss Thursby sang it 
faultiessly, never hesitating for a moment, 
though it contains passages that might frighten 
a Patti. Directly she began, the attention of 
the audience was arrested. It was curious to 
watch the expression on the faces in the im- 
mense hall while the air continued. Surprise 
Was predominant, but it was in every case 
coupled with au admiration ail the more flatter- 
ing for being quite involuntary. When the song 
ended the applause was deafening. Four thou- 
sand pairs of hands vied with 4,000 throats, and 
nothing would satisfy them till, after repeated 
calls, Miss Thursby began again. 

It would be idle to speculate on the future 
that may be reserved to this brilliant and ac- 
complished artist. If her powers of expressjon 
and her dramatic ability be equal to the flexibil-

VESUVIUS. 


An Ascent of the Famous Neapoli- 


tan Volcano. 


Persecution of Sight-Seers by Gangs of 
Bedlamite Guides. 
Descent into the Basin Containing the Living Cra- 
ter---Streams ef Molten Lava. 


A Visit to the Exhumed Portions 
of Herculaneum. 


For The Tribune, 

We started from Naples at 8 o’clock on & 
beautiful October morning. The mountain lies 
southeast of the city, and the road follows the 
line of the bay until the beginning of the ascent. 
We are scarcely out of Nuples before reaching 
the little town of S. Giovanni a Teduccio, which 
straggies on to the town of Portici, where we 
pass under an archway connecting two parts of 
a palace; and Portici in its turn stretches for- 
ward to Resina, which is built on the lava that 
enguifed Herculaneum eighteen centuries 
ago. Going from Naples to Resina is, in fact, 
like pursuing a continuous street, lined with 
houses nearly the whole distance. While this 
part of the journey is interesting to a stranger, 
on account of the glimpses it affords of the peo- 
ple, their occupations and modes of life, it is 

NOT OTHERWISE AGREBABLE. 

The poor of Naples are about as dirty and re- 
pulsive ascan well be imagined, and the local- 
ities that they inhabit are justly notorious for 
their uncleanness and bad vdors. in describing 
a visit to Cologne, Coleridge said: 

] counted two-and-seventy stenches, 

All well defined. 
Ilad he visited Naples at the same period, he 
would probably have given up the count ip 


despair. . 
Oue of the prominent industries of Naples is 


the manufacture of maccaroni, which is con- 
ducted on every scale of magnitude. As we 
rode through the city and the suburban towns, 
wesaw many of these establishments, which 
were made conspicuous by the jong poles hung 
with countless strings of maccaroni, set out in 


the street to dry. 

At Resina is a guides’ office, where we 
stopped a few moments to engage horses to 
take us from the Hermitage to the foot of the 
cone. Before we had fairly stopped, our car- 
riages were surrounded by a 

SWARM OF VILLAINOUS-LOOKING FELLOWS, 
alt vociferating, and jostling, and quarreling, in 
their efforts to hire their services. This dis- 
agreeable business over, we left the town, and 
at once changed yur direction to the northeast, 
and in a few minutes we were winding up the 
side of the mountain. We were grateful to 
reach the open country, with its vernal beauty 
and pure air; aud very delightful were the uo- 
folding views of the lovely bay, and of the city, 
which molds itself to the superbdD curvature of 
the shore, and rises in steeps from the blue wa- 
ters. The charms of its situation are 60 re- 
markable that Naples has been called “ a piece 
of, Heaven let down to Earth’; and who has 
not heard the expression, *“Sce Naples and 
die’? 

The mountain-sides are abundantly planted in 
vineyards, orchards, and gardens, and are 
dotted with many cottages. Of course, the 
occupants of these houses do not know at what 
hour they may be 

DESTKOYED BY THE VOLCANO. 

There is nota town within half-a-dozen miles 
of the mountain that has not been repeatedly 
desolated, if not wholly ruined, by its awful 
shocks and irruptions; but the people continue 
to build and live on the same spots,—or a trifle 
nearer the cause of the calamities,—and their 
lives are as serene and trustful asever. The 
svil is notably fertile, and is especialiy prolific 
in wives. It is thought that the volcanic depos- 
its and gaseous emanations stimulate vecvta” 
tion. Catania, in Sicily, which hes near the 
foot of Mt. Aetna, is similarly influenced by the 
neighboring volcano. 

Alter ascending for three-quarters of an 
hour, we came to the great lava-stream of 1872. 
Prior to the year 79, when occurred the fright- 
ful convulsions that overwhelmed Herculaneuin 
and Pompeli, the crater of Vesuvius was broad- 
ly round iu form; but at that time it was lifted 
up in the form of a cone, which left a deep, 
sickle-shaped vulley between it and the north- 
ern part of the mountaio. This valley is cailed 
the Atrio del Cavallo, and the part of the 
mountain to.the north of it is known as 
Mt. Somma, from the town of that name 
situated at its base. The lava-stream 
of 1872 forced a fissure in the cone at the Atrio 
dei Cavallo. and flowed thence down the west- 
ern side of the mountain, between the Villages 
of San Sebastiano and Massa, both which it 
partly destroyed,— 

A TERRIBLE, FIERY, RESISTLESS RIVER, 
3,000 feet wide and twenty feet deep. The 
gradual and upegual cooling of the mass of lava 
as it flowed caused itto assume the strangest 
shapes. it is wrinkled, twisted, folded, and 
knotted, as though it were some monstrous 
serpent suddenly petrified while writhing in 
mortal agony. ‘The lava, when cool, is hard 
and brittle. und iv color nearly black. 

In an hour and a half from the beginning of 
the ascent we reached the Hermitage,—a_ stop- 
ping-place on the shoulder of the mountain, 
nearly leve! with the base of the cone, but a 
cousiderable distance from the latter. This is 
as far as carriages can go, and here we met the 
ruides and horses that we bad epyaged. The 
Bedlam scene which we _ witnessed at 
Resina was repeated on a somewhat 
modified scale; but finally we were ail 
mounted and on our way over the rough road 
tothe cone. In afew minutes we passed the 
observatory where Prof. Palmieri is stationed to 
watch and record the volcanic phenomena. At 
the entrance to the building is atablet in mem- 
ory of the twenty persons who were overtaken 
and destroyed by the lava-stream in the Atrio 
dei Cavallo in 1872. 

To walkers of even ordinary ability, horses 
from the Hermitage to the cone 

ARE QUITE UNNECESSARY. 

The animals provided were decidedly tame and 
safe.—painfully so. It was fine weather for 
saddle-exercise, and, on reaching a smooth piece 
of ground, I almost exhausted mvself kicking 
the flanks of my steed tourge him into a canter. 
Fivally, reinforced by the boy in charge of the 
apimal, who prodded him vigorously with a 
sbarp stick, I succecded in my endeavor; butthe 
sorry beast kept the pace only a few second . 
and then broke up after a fashion that near! 
disiocated my bones. I learned afterwards that 
during this short and brilliant exhibition of speed, 
the boy had been hanging to the borse’s taii,—a 
circumstance which probably did not serve to 
stimulate his ardor. 

At the cone the only really toilsome-ar °* 
the ascent begins. Uptotheshouldero _. 
mountain, across which we had just ridden. the 
average ipclination is not more than 12 or 14 de- 
grees; but the gradient of the cone is about 35 
degrees. 

And now the Bedlamites treated us to an- 
other performance. Frantically shrieking, Dusie- 
ing, quarreling, fighting, they were more like u 
pack’of hyenas than human beings. There re 
two ways of being carried up to the crater: 
first, in a rude chair, borne bv from four to 
eight men, according to the weicht of the oceu- 
pant; and, secondly, on the shoulders of two 
men. Iy the latter case, the bearers stand shoul- 
der to shoulder, and one places his right hand 
on the right shovider of his comrade, and the 
other places his left hand on the icft shoulder 
of his imate. Upon the seat formed by .he arms 
thus interlaced

steadving himself by holding on to the heads of 
the porters. This is not a favorite way of going 
up, 48 Must people have an uncomfortable sense 
of insecurity in the strange and scarcely grace- 
ful position. Nevertheless, it. sometimes hap- 
pens that persons who have begun the ascent on 
foot become so exhausted on the way that they 
are willing to accept this or any other means of 
transportation. A very commoniy-accepted aid 
is that of the “ainto.”—a strap which the 
guide allows to hang over his shoulder, and to 
which the tourist clings. In commen with the 
rest of the party, lengaged the use of one of 
these straps, but I soon found that to a walker 
of any vigor it is quite uonecessary, In fact, 
after a few pedestrian excursions in the Alps, 
the ascent of Vesuvius is anything but a labori- 
ous undertaking. I, therefore, soon aban- 
doned my strap, and devoted myseif 
to the protection of a lady of ou 
party from tne persecution of one of the gang 
of unemployed guides, who followed us (ac- 
cording to tbeir habit) half-way up the cone, in 
hopes of being engaged. The fellow in ques- 
tion persisted in coming behind the lady and 
pushing her, in spite of ber earnest protesta- 
tions. f course, be meant to extort pay for 
his offensive interference. 

The path by which we ascended is tolerably

vinevards, named *“ Lachryme# Christi.” Re- 
suming our journey, another balf-bour found us 
at the summit. The whole time usually re- 
quired for ciimoing the cone is about an hour 
and a quarter. 

What is known as the crater consists of two 
large. deep basins. At the time of our visit the 
mountain was in a state of agitation, and we 
descended into the basin contain the living 
crater. The descent is very sane, the first part 
of the wav being rather rocky, followed by a 
space deeply covered with loose sandy soll. Af- 
ter that, we were soon treading the great masses 
of Java, which were heaped and twisted in many 
shapes. Some of the lava on which we walked 
was still warm, even on the surface, and cracks 
revealed the fiery condition of the mass beneath; 
while from many fissures su!phurous smoke is- 
sued. The whole basin was full of the fumes of 
sulphur,and the rocks and the lava were to a 
considerable extent coated with deposits of this 
mineral. Near bv flowea slowly on some 
streams of molten lava. Glowing even in the 
strong light of day, they must at night resemble

Afew hundred feet distant was the present 
mouth of the volcano. Smoke issued from it 
incessantly, and at short intervals there were 
explosions, by which stones and other sub- 
stances were shot high in the air. The whole 
scene was strange and uncarthly. The con 
masses of black lava, the yellow deposits of 
sulphur, the smoke and the fumes, the stream 
oi fire, the rumbling noises, and the violent out- 
breaks from the awfu! internal gulf,—all com- 
bined to mark the place as the vestibule of the 
Inferno. 

it is customary to take a small portion of the 
molten lava,—which can be obtainea on the end 
of a stick,—and to imbed a coin in it before it 
bardens. An interesting souvenir of the visit is 
thus made. Visitors frequently do this for them- 
selves; but, as there is some danger of burning 
their boots in going so near the fiery currents, 
the guides usuaily do it. We no soones reached 
the bottom of the basin than we were

who begged for coins to be used fn the mann.'r 
described. They demand from one to two 
franes for each piece of lava thus treated, which 
is quite exorbitant; but, if vou offer them half 
a france, and make them understand that that is 
all you will give, they will be glad to accept it. 
It is necessary to use the utmost decision in all 
transactions with these creatures; for, if thev 
are not satistied that they have drained your 
purse to the extreme of their ability, they will 
pursue and harass you with demand, entreaties, 
pitiful plaints, and, when they dare, even with 
menaces. 

After scrambling out of this sulphurous pit, 
which must be horribly fascinating at night, we 
rested a few minutes, and then began the de- 
scent. During the brief interval of rest a fight 
occurred between two of the guides,—quite 
young fellows,—which an older one put a sum- 
mary stop to by pitening in and vigorously cuff- 
ing both of the combatant. We went down by 
a different path from that used in the ascent. 
It was on a side completely covered with loose 
scoria, into which we sank at every step ankle- 
deep, and often :' 

HALF-WAY TO THE KNEES. 


We descend very rapidly, running a consider- 
able part of the way. Some delav occurred at 
the base of the cone, as most of the company 
removed their shoes to empty them of ashes. 
There was also an exciting and turbdulent 
scene in settling with the boys who had held 
our borses. But at last we were en route for 
the Hermitage, where in due time we arrivea, 
and, with keen appetites, attacked and com- 
pletely overcame the bountiful luoch that we 
had brought with us from our hotel. Then, 
after witnessing another figot among the guides, 
we resumed our carriages, and late in the after- 
noon began to wind down the beautiful slopes 
of the mountain. 

On reaching Resina we stopped to make a 
brief visit to the exhumed portions of 

HERCULANEUM. 


Being each supplied with a lighted candle, we 
followed the guide down a narrow, dark stair- 
way of more than a hundred steps, and were 
presently ushered into the ancient theatre, 
which was the first building to be uncovered. 
The darkness was so dense that we obtained 
no general view of the structure, our 
inspection being confined to details, which in- 
cluded a few statues remaining in their original 
positions. A fine model of the building in its

‘merging from the darkness into the open air, 
albeit many feet below the level ot the street 
above us, we walked over a portion of an old 
street, and into several gardens, and saw the re- 
meins of anumber of houses, in one of Which 
was discovered the famous papyrus library of 
3,000 rolls. A portion of a basilica and of the 
forum bas also been dug out. Compared with 
Pompeii, but little excavating has n done 
here, for two reasons chiefly: In the first place. 
the work itself is much more difficult, trom the 
fact that this city was engulfed by laya, which, 
when cool,

whereas Pompeii was buried under ashes and 
scorie. Secondly, Herculaneum is not only 
covered by lava and ashes toa depth of from 
fifty to a hundred feet, but it lies, also, beneath 
an inhabited town, whose security might be en- 
dangered by a general excavation. 

By the time we resumed our homeward jour- 
ney, day had declived, and, ere we reached the 
hotel, it was quite dark. Looking back towards 
Vesuvius, we could not discern the outline of 
the mountain; but the red light streaming from 
the crater stood over it like a huge pillar of fire,
